Information set forth in report reflects that among 
the units of the SLA is a medical unit. An on-going 
investigation is currently being conducted in the Berkeley, 
California, area to identify a possible SLA medical unit. 
Four doctors are being investigated in this connection, two 
of whom have treated both WILLIAM HARRIS and RUSSELL LITTLE, 
certifying the latter for Medi-Cal aid. A third doctor has 
been determined to have been known to the residents of an 
SLA pad and to have attended Marxist-Leninist study classes 
with WILLIAM HARRIS. However, since no supportive information 
indicating a connection with the 5LA has been developed 


to date, this investigation is not being included in the 
report. 


Concerning the material obtained by the Oakland 
Police Department in’ execution of various search warrants 


in the Bast Bay, the Bureau is referred to san Francisco airtel, 


March 11, 1974, advising of the identities of the various 
searches and the material obtained in each search. This 
airtel further advised of detailed functional breakdown ’ 
of this material by the San Francisco Office. The preliminary ~ 
review of this material was undertaken immediately in order 
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that possible SLA individuals could be identified and where: there: 
was an indication of outside action by SLA that ee ees 
could be alerted to the SLA interest. 


Detailed examination of this material is 
continuing and will be made the subject of a subsequent 
report. 


Active investigation in this matter in the way: of 
interviews is being held in abeyance at this time since such 
might jeopardize the safety of PATRICIA HEARST. As soon'‘as 
the kidnaping is resolved, extensive interviews of reported 
SLA members and associates will commence. 


Tower coverage and mail covers continue on known S 
SLA pads. The results to date are supportive of the 
association of the various individuals whose identities are 
set out in the report.

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copy of a four page letter from the SLA indicating that 

Dr. MARCUS A. FOSTER had been executed by cyanide bullets 
on November 6, 1973, by the SLA. The text of this document 
is set out elsewhere in this report. 


Deputy Chief HART, Oakland Police Department, advised 
that the above communication was received by the newspaper 
at noon on November 7, 1973, and a similar communication was 
received at 1l a.m., same date, by an East Bay radio station. 
Chief HART noted that it was not until 10 a.m., November 7, 
1973, that the Oakland Police Department Laboratory discovered 
cyanide crystals on bullet fragments.taken from the body of 
Dr. FOSTER. Chief HART indicated that this fact lent 
credence to the claim of the SLA. 


On the evening of February 4, 1974, PATRICIA CA'IPRNLL 
HEARST was forcibly abducted from her Berkeley, California, 
residence by two armed black males and a Caucasian female. 
Information developed since that time from various witnesses 
indicate that at least five or six other individuals 
' participated in this abduction. 


On Febr <cy 7, 1974, an envelope containing a letter 
was received at¥Radio’Station KPFA, Berkeley,_California, 
postmarked in’”Berkeley on February 6, 1974. Contained in 


the envelope was a typewritten letter from the Symbionese

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COLSTON RICHARD(/WESTBROOK, 158 Wilson street, - 
(Building j #67), Albany, California, 94710, appeared at the 
Berkeley Resident Agency of the FBI and furnished the 
following information: 





He advised that ne is currently a Graduate Student 
doing work on his triaster's Degree at the University of 
California at Berkeley. He is currently studying Linguistics 
with a major concentration in Black English Dialectology. 


WESTBROOK stated that he has been involved doing 
volunteer work in California State Prison System for a number 
of years. He stated that in that connection he nas knowledge 
of the prison system,, including Folsom, San Quentin, Duel 
Vocational Institute (DVI), Soledad and Vacaville. WESTBROOK 
most recently has been associated with the medical facility 
located at Vacaville, California. He has been the outside 
co-ordinator for the Black Cultural Association at Vacaville. 
He first started in this position in December, 1971, and tnen 
resigned in December, 1972. He then returned to this position 
in June, 1973, and has continued on to the present time. 
WESTBROOK explained that the Black Cultural Association is 
an education enrichment program for inmates of the prison. 

He also advised that the program consists predominantly of 

blacks, but is not necessarily limited only to them. ke 

further advised that in connection with his co-ordinator 

position, ne had knowledge of all of the people participating : 
in the program, botn from outside the prison and within. He 
explained that it was not within his capacity to clear 

visitors from outside of the prison, but tnat he was made 

aware of them because he.was responsible for the overall 
organization of the program. 


Mr. WESTBROOK stated that because of-his work in tne 
California Prison System, ne was acquainted with numerous 
inmates at the various prison facilities, as well as the 
authorities responsible for tne administration of the prisons. 


he stated that in December of 1972, the Black 
Cultural Association at Vacaville had planned to put ona 
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special tutoring program and cultural night. The reason for 
this special tutoring program and cultural night was to 
obtain funds for the continuance of these programs. WESTBROOK 
stated that ne had obtained permission from the prison 
authorities to photograpn and tape everything that went on at 
these sessions and that it was his intent to do a television 
Gocuinentary relating to these programs. He advised tnat the 
normal tutoring program nignt at Vacaville was Wednesdays and 
that tne cultural night was on Friday, and he believed that 
the two particular dates in question were December 13 and 15, 
1972. tie advised that tne first session, which was the 
tutoring program on Wednesday night, went particularly well, 
and he was satisfied with it, but the second night was some 
wnat of a catastrophe. He stated that because of internal 
polities within the prison, the prisoners had sabotaged his 
effort, and the Friday night session turned out to be 
material that would be totally unusable for what he nad 
intended. He stated that at that time, the prisoners 
participated in various political-type discussions anda 
activities which he believed the FBI and authorities would 
find interesting, and might have possible bearing on the 
MARCUS FOSTER assassination and the kidnaping of PATRICIA 
HEARST. 


WESTBROOK advised that he had been in contact with 
Sergeant AGLER of the Oakland Police Department and had 
furnished nim 14 pictures and seven tape recordings of things 
that nad transpired in the prison located at Vacaville. He also 
advised that ne had absolutely no objection to furnishing 
further information, pictures, or tapes if they were relevant. 


WESTBROOK stated that in connection with his activities 
at Vacaville, he had been acquainted with ROBYN STEINER, DAVID 
GUNNELL, JEAN CHAN, WILLIAM WOLFE, RUSSELL LITTLE and DONALD 
DE FREEZE. lie advised that he knew most of these people fairly 
well and nad visited their collective or commune located at 
5939 Chabot Road on several occasions. He further stated tnat 
all of these individuals had participated in the Black Cultural 
Association Program at various times, and that was the reason 
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for his acquaintance with them. WESTBROOK stated that 

DONALD DE FREEZE had worked with him and for nim while in

WESTBROOK stated that he believed DE FREEZE to be fairly 
intelligent, and that he was probably capable of Sone ere.

Through conversation, WFSTBROOK determined that CHAN, JOE 
TONDU, RRIAN (LNU), and WILLIF VOLFF were livina at this 
location. WFSTPROOK added that GUNNFLL does not completely 
trust him due to VFSTPROOK's close connections with prison 
authorities throuch the RCA nroarar. GUNNFLL was very evasive 
concerninc ovestions ‘recardina the Svmbionese Liberation Army 
(SLA), GUNNFLL stated he felt that he was beina watched hy 
police authorities, and he denied anv affiliation with the SLA. 

VFSTBROOK told GUNNFLL that he had been interviewed 
hv the OPD. GUNNFLL inauired as to what he told the police. 
VFS ™BRAOK told GUNNFLL qenerallv what he had told the police, 
hut he did not appeared to be bothered. GUNNFLL told WFSTBROOK 
to "do anvthina that vou want to do with the tape recordinas 
ana photoaraphs" taken at Vacaville. 


VFSTRROOK stated GUNNFLL is presentlv attendina

VFSTRROOK added that TOF TONDU, nephew of GUNNELL, 
atterrted to join the BCA procram hut was denied membership 
hecause of his vouno ace, 


WPSTRROOK First met WILLIF WOLFF in earlv 1971 throuach 
the RCA proaram at Vacaville. WOLFF continues to reside at 
5939 Chabot. WOLFF has attended UCR, and is also considered to 
he a "self-taudht communist". WFSTRROOK last had contact with 
WOLFF in ahout June, 1973, at Vacaville. 


ROBYN STFINEFR was active in the PCA proaram at 
Vacaville. WESTBROOK first ret STFINFR at Vacaville in 1971, 


and last saw her in 1972. fhe tauaht Fnolish Corposition through 
the PCA prooram at Vacaville. During his contact with STFINIR 
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she aenerallv expounded on communism and was considered to he 
a “self-taucht communist". WFSTRROOK could not furnish anv 
additional inforration reaardina STFINFR's whereabouts.

VFSTBROOK stated that ahout two - three ronths prior 
to the assassination of MARCUS FOSTFR, VFRA SILVFRMAN, who was 
active in the RCA prooram, made a harsh staterent acainst 
FOSTFR's support of the i@entification cards and usina police 
on carnuses. WFSTRROOK stated that these statements were auite 
similar to the SLA's staterents released hy the press concernina 
FOSTER's death. 


VESTRROOK stated that on one occasion he observed 
WOLFF and SILVFPMAN ridina in the same vehicle at Vacaville. 
CTLVFPMAN was descrihed as a hlack female, 3A vears old, 5'5", 
130 pounés, black hair (pressed). WFSTRROOK addec that SILVPRMAN 
has heen interviewed hv "New Vork Times" reporter CALDWELL. 
CALDVFLL told FFSTBROOK that SILVFPMAN insisted that he let her 
take his nicture prior to the interview, additional details 
unknown. CALDWELL would know of CTLVFRMAN's whereabouts. 


VFSTPROOP added that AMANDA DF NORMANVILLF, a UCB 
student, has heen active in the RCA at Vacaville. DF NORMANVILLF 
is descrihed as a white female, and she possihly could furnish 
inforration reqardina other BCA members. 
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VFPSTRRAOK stated he had no knowledae concernina 
NANCY C, DFVOTO LING PFRRY other than what appeared in the 
newspaners.

We are nresently using tutoring program to realize the pur~ 
pose stated above, Both programs will run exculusively on Wednesday 
night, at times Simultancously. Tutoring programs are necessary 
because our concrete, practical 2ducational needs are twofold, 

They are at once and the some time Political and Academic, 


The Tutoring Program 


At-the present time the tutoring progtam is functional but 
at the same time it is being restructured basically and generally 
the tutoring program involves outside brothers and sisters function- 
ing in the capcity as tutors. 

There is presently ten classes: English, Math, Reading, Drama, 
Sociology, Crsative Writing, Linguistics and Philosophy and Political 
Science. Preparation is now being iniated to expand and make more 
practical the academic program. Many brothers don't have dich 
School Diplomas, while others have not finished Junior High School, 
While only a rolatively few have yet to Leave a Gra.mer school 
Standing in Reading, and basic math, english, efforts are presently 
being made to reach them.

"This court hereby notifies the public and directs all 
combat units in the future to shoot to kill any civilian 
who attempts to witness or intefere with any operation 
conducted by the people's forces against the fascist 
state. 


“Should any attempt be made by authorities to rescue the 
prisoner, or to arrest or harm any S.L.A. elements, the 
prisoner is to be executed. 


"The prisoner is to be maintained in adequate physical 
and mental condition, and unharmed as long as these con- 
ditions are adhered to. Protective custody shall be com- 
posed of combat and medical units, to safeguard both the 
prisoner and her health. 





"All communications from this court MUST be published in full, in 
all newspapers, and all other forms of the media. Failure to 
do so will endanger the safety of the prisoner.

At approximately 11:30 a.m., Assistant Special 
Agent in Charge THOMAS P. DRUKEN instructed Supervisor 
SA GARY L. PENRITH and SA ARDEN F. KEITH to proceed to the 
Hilton Hotel, O'Farrell and Mason Streets, and contact 
the Reverend CECIL WILLIAMS, Room 750. WILLIAMS had 
allegedly reccived information that there was a locker 
key in a telephone booth at the Hilton garage, and the 
locker contained information regarding the Symbionese 
Liberation Army (SLA).

He stated4a’ * 
that at approximately 10:50 a.m., SAWYER had received ano 
anonymous telephone call at the Glide Memorial Church, 
advising that there was a locker key taped in the first 
telephone booth in the garage at the Hilton Hotel. WILLIAMS 
Stated the caller advised that the locker contained a letter 
in connection with the HEARST case. 


WILLIAMS had a white envelope in his hand from 
which he removed a key and advised it was the key that had 
been found taped under the writing desk in the first tele- 
phone booth located in the Hilton Hotel garage.

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At 1:35 PM, Miss“MERCANTANTE, who declined to 
further identify heragly end who is employed as the secretary 
to the Reverend CECILMWILLIAMS, Pastor_of Glide Memorial 
Church, Ellis Street, San Francisco.,,made available a 
cassette tape which she stated containedrthe voice of PATRICIA 
CAMPBELL HEARST. When requested to furnish further informa- 
tion as to how she came in possession of this cassette, she 
indicated that it was obtained from a locker, not further 
identified, in the Airport Bus Terminal, O'Farrell and Taylor,

operate internationally ania exempt the hungry and 
pressed peoples of the earth. tt is no coincidence 

that Mr. Hearst has remained silent about his vast interest 
4’ Safeway Stores, Incorporated, and Exxon because it is 

very important that the people of this country not ask 
questions about these interests. It is very important to 

the enemy that people do not begin to question why it is 

that the same man who is so concerned for bilingual education 
for Chicano people is also the same man who owns vast stock 
interests in Safeway Stores, Incorporated, and thousands of acres

to discredit the political point of the action. Secondly, by 
handing out surplus and low-grade donated food, some of which was 
not even meant for human consumption, in an undignified 
manner, the Hearst empire attempted to discredit and disprove 
the example we intended to display. Thirdly, by prolonging 
the program, soliciting donations and giving no where near 
the required amount, the Hearst empire could retain control 
ander the (inaudible) - Of humanitarianism with no loss to 
their bank books. The tactics of misplaced supplies of food, 
delayed and missingtrucks, supposed hijackings of mysterious 
trucks claimed to be loaded with top auality meat are all 
designed to mislead the people into believing that these 
things were normal mishaps, and that the Hearst empire was 
not responsible for them and was really attempting to meet 
some of the needs of the people.

Mom, Dad, I received the message you broadcast last 
Sunday. It was good to hear from you after so much silence. 
The words you had to say sounded like you don't care if I 
ever get out of here. I only wanted to hear from you sometime. 
Your silence has definitely jeopardized my safety, because of 
the lousy FBI continue to attempt to find me and Governor 
REAGAN's most antagonistic statement with no response for 
me. I'm becoming to feel that the FBI would rather that I 
get killed than safely released. I'm telling you this now 
because I don't believe the FBI will let any more words. from 
me get through the media. I hear that people all around the 
country keep calling on the SLA to release me unharmed, but 
the SLA are not the ones who are harming me. It's the FBI 
along with your indifference to the poor and what they have 
concealed from the people and the SLA that are really concerning 
us now. I don't believe that you are doing everything you can, 
everything in your power, I don't believe that you are doing any- 
thing at all. You have said that it is out of your hands. What 
you should have said was that you washed your hands of it. I don't 
think you don't understand that its not just the crimes of you and 
Mom personally that I am being held for but the crimes of the 
University of California Board of Regents and the voting record, 
Mom, and you're on that board and also the crimes of the Hearst 


Corporation. Dad, you say you put the responsibility for my status 
"- — -- Ronald R agan-6553 
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on the corporation, but you seem to be ignoring that you are the 
Chairman of the Board and Uncle Bill is President of the Hearst 
Corporation. I know that if anything happens to me it would be 
because of the corporation (inaudible word) and the FBI decided to 
protect their interest instead of my life. I don't know the 
instruments by which you do not comply with the good faith 
gesture. I know you could have done it, what the SLA asked. 

I mean I know that we don't have enough money, but it proves to 
me that you have told the FBI (inaudible word) necessary toward 
the SLA. It's really true, Dad. I have heard reports concerning 
the FBI investigation and interrogations. Governor Reagan's 
careless and antagonistic remarks in an attempt for federal 
agencies through the use of the news media to make public my 
Geath by calling the (inaudible word) SLA for my release and 
thus:I am forced to draw only one conclusion that the FBI and 
other federal agencies want me to die. I no longer think that 

as a human being honor has become all important as the political 
pivot point and I could be certain (unintelligible word) right 
wing elements. I could only be used successfully by these people 
if I am killed. I've had constant reassurances by the FBI 

that my safety is their primary concern. I can only say that the 
FBI has never shown concern for the safety of hostages and from 
what I've seen so far this case is no different. Whether 


consciously or not, the news media has been assisting the FBI 


and there is now a great attempt to set me up for execution.

Mom, I can't believe that you agreed to he “out of my hands" 


part of the program. I.just wish that you could be stronger and

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pull yourself Wether from all these ps outbrusts and 

see if you can pursuade Dad and the rest of the family. Mom, 

you have got to stand up and speak for yourself. You seem to 

be relying on other people to make your decisions. This program, 
if I can call it that, has given the FBI the go ahead to kill me. 
I wish’ Dad would think real hard and do something concrete to 
help me. I wish only that the rest of the family was thinking 
Sane. It's hard to believe that my father and cousins aren't 
Going anything. If it had been you, Mom, or you, Dad, who had 
been kidnapped instead of me, I know that I and the rest of the 
family would do anything to get you back. If could have been one 
of you and how would you feel if you had been written off the way 
I've been in this thing. I'm sorry to think that no one is 
concerned about me anymore. I wish I could converse with the 
rest of the family. I would like to know what my sisters have to 
s ay "about Dad's decision’S in complying with the terms of the good 
faith gesture. Steveny-what do~you have to say? (unintelligible 
name) doesn't care about what happens to me. You can't be silent. 
Everyone has proved his point. I hope you will not think that 

I have been brainwashed or tortured into saying this. Please 
listen to me because I am speaking honestly and from my heart. 
(Unintelligible phrase) the last statement has become obvious to 
the SLA and all the hungry people that my father has not even 
attempted to show a gesture of good faith. I guess everyone knows 
by know that Dad has had no further word from the SLA about 


negotiating for my release. In the last two days, nmembers of the 
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federation havpoken with me. They have ven me some news- 
paper reports to read about the current (unintelligible word) 


comprising the prisoners throughout the country. I have also 


~,been given some journal commentaries about the kind of prisons 


in general and the adjustment center at San Quentin. Members of 
the federation have also given me a choice of books to read. I 
have been reading a book by George Jackson called "Blood in My 
Eye." I am starting to understanding what he means when he 

talks about fascism in America. Joseph Remiro and Russell Little, 
the two men in San Quentin, haven't even come to trial yet and 
already they are being held in stripped cells on death row. It is 
really hard to believe that all of this obvious violation of the 
Constitution is taking place, but it is true. ‘How can people think 
that these men can get a fair trial. There isn't any doubt in 
people's minds as to what they are going to do. Members of the 
federation have shown me intelligence reports gathered on the 
activities of the FBI. These combined with discussions the 
members of the federation have had with me and my own observation 
of the way that my father has conducted himself has made me 

afraid because I realize that problems are coming from the 

FBI and the Attorney Ganeral's Office in Washington. Execution 
of the two men in San Quentin or if that's not (unintelligible 
phrase) accomplished (unintelligible word) I'll not get home alive 
or by attempting to (unintelligible word) the SLA (unintelligible ° 
phrase) they are the ones who killed me.

I am beine held in Seoee eas custod 
have been issued a 12 gauge riot shotgun and I have been receiving 
instructions on how to use it. While I have no access to 
ammunition, in the event of an attack by the FBI, I have been 
told that I will be given an issue of cyanide buckshot in order 
to protect myself. Because it's the federation's opinion and 
my Own from observation that if the FBI does rush in, it will 

be obviously with the best wishes of my family and in total dis- 
regard for my safety. In fact, they would be doing it to murder 
me. Under international codes of war, I am allowed to communi- 
cate with members of my family and because of the scope 

of this incident, the public as well. However, I have been 

told the privilege allowing me to communicate with you will 

not be (inaudible) until the SLA hears from the two men in 

San Quentin. They want to hear what the two men have to say 

in a live nationwide broadcast so that they can hear all the 
conditions of their confinement. I really want to get out 

of here. And I really want to get home alive. I am appealing 
to the public and asking them not to assist the FBI in their 
investigation. They are simply helping them to dig my grave. 

I ask those people who say they've prayed for me and those 

who have signed petitions to the SLA for my safe release to 
redirect their energies into proving that the FBI is really 
attempting to murder me and the two men at San Quentin. I am 


no longer afraid of the SLA as they_are not the ones that want

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me to die. The SLA wants to free the Seenie. end (inaudible) 
justice for the two men in San Quentin. I realize now that 
it is the FBI that wants to murder me. Only the FBI and 
certain people in the government stand to gain anything by 


my death.

it and suppressed it from getting to the Hearst family and the 
public. In any event, this allowed the second tape to get through 
to KSAN because the FBI thought that the tave they had already 
intercepted was the only one sent out. We of Unit Four are 
sending our copy of the tape because jt is more audible. .-.

On March 13, 1974, SF T-1, a long time member 
of the Communist Party USA and Marxist-Leninist scholar 
who has written extensively on Marxism-Leninism in connection 
with his graduate studies, advised that he had read and 
Listened to the various communications from the SLA and 
offered the following comments concerning the ideology of 
the. SLA: 

| 
The various communiques issued to date by the SLA, 

both written and on tape, present no well-articulated ideology 
but rather a melange of different philosophies. They call 
for revolution but offer no plan for action, no steps by 
which the revolution is to be accomplished. Other than the 
avowed anti-capitalism these are few,if any, indications of 
classic Marxism-Leninism and the emphasis on the 
term “people" as .opposed to the term "class" lends an air 
of Maoist influence. 


There is present a great deal of the hippie street 
drug culture jargon, a call to restore human society to 
an earlier more romantic age and is similar to the romantic 
utopianism of ROUSSEAU. However, no plan for building this 
new world is offered - only terrorism -and destruction. Although 
there is much emphasis on the interracial character of 
this new world, there are contradictory overtones of black 
nationalism. 


Classic Marxism-Leninism would definitely 
characterize the SLA ideology as “ultra-left adventurism". 


On March 11, 1974, SALVADORBMUIMINEZ, former_member 
of the Venceremos Organization (VO)4Central Committee, in «4. 
an interview with Special Agents Of the FBI, characterized — 
the SLA ideology as "suicidal" and as having no ideological 
basis. 


On March 8, 1974, SF T-2 advised that in general 
rap sessions over the past three months, knowledgeable 
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Marxists-Leninists, who were formerly members of the VO, 
while indicating that the actions of the SLA are "good", 


have constantly deplored the lack of Marxist-Leninist 


ideology on the part of SLA and its failure to concretely 


relate its actions within the context of working class 


problems in the U. S. today. They have characterized the SLA 
philosophy as being hippie, street oriented akin to that of 


the Manson clan. 


On March 1, 1974, SF T-2 made available a document 
captioned "STATEMENT ON THE SYMBIONESE LIBERATION ARMY BY 
EX-VENCEREMOS OF SAN MATEO COUNTY, SAN FRANCISCO MARXIST- 
LENINIST ORGANIZATION" which latter organization the source 


characterized as the former members of the VO in San 


Francisco. Set forth below are pertinent portions of this 


document: 


"Contrary to what they, the police, and the 
press are saying, the SLA is not a revolutionary 


group. In effect, if not in intent, they are anti- 


working class, anti-revolutionary, anti-communist... 


"However, to carry out the socialist revolution, 
it is necessary to drive out of the working class all 
anti-revolutionary elements. The SLA represents 
just such an anti-revolutionary tendency. 


"The international communist movement has always 
condemned anarchism. V. I. Lenin, leader of the 
Russian Bolsheviks, pointed out that, although the 
members of such groups as the SLA are passionately 
indignant at the crimes of the ruling class, they 
are unable to link up the revolutionary struggle 
with the labor movement. For people who don't believe 
that the working class can become revolutionary, Lenin 
says, it is very hard to 'find some outlet for their

indignation and revolutionary energy other than terror.'. 


"Lenin goes on to say that, even though they 
don't mean it to be, their terrorism is a kind of 
elitism -- 'Let the workers carry on their economic 
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struggle against the employers and the government, ' 

the terrorists say, while they carry on the political 
struggle themselves. This ‘handful of terrorists . 
engaged in single combat with the government' doesn't 
rouse the working class to action, Lenin says. Instead 
it merely makes a short-lived sensation. Indirectly it 
leads the working class to ‘apathy and passive 

waiting for the next bout.'.. 


"SLA terrorism cannot help accomplish the seizure 
of power by the working class, but can only set Lt: 
back. How come? 


"The SLA's terrorism does not provide the working 
class with the theory or organization it needs to 
defend itself or to seize power. Because SLA terror 
is directed against single individuals, it cannot 
provide lasting and substantial victories. Instead, 
the results of SLA actions are short-lived. Foster 
is replaced by someone just as willing to carry out 
the same repressive policies. One day food is to be 
distributed, but the next day working people are back

On August 3, 1973, Officer THOMAS JOHNSON, 
Intelligence Detail, San Jose, California, Police Depart- 
ment, advised that THERO WHEELER, who was serving a sen- 


from Vacaville, California, Prison on August 2, 1973. He 
advised that three of the last four visitors who came to 
see WHEELER at the prison were identified as Venceremos 
Organizations members. The last visitor was a MARY SIEM 
who gave an address of 565 Hurlingame Avenue, Redwood City,

MARY ALICE SIEM, nee Landles, white female, date b7C 
of birth Redding, California, was interviewed 
at the office of her Attorney CHARLES GARRY, 341 Market 
Street, San Francisco, Fifth Floor, Telephone 392-1320, 
between 1:50 and 3:45 p.m. in GARRY's presence.

SIEM was advised as to the identities of the 

interviewing Agents and also as to her constitutional rights, 

which rights she stated she understood. She was told that the 

interview related to the Unlawful Flight investigation 

concerning THERO. WHEELER. 

CHARLES GARRY pointed out that the purpose in . 

the interview was to make available the information that 

SIEM was not involved in the HEARST kidnaping and to also 

absolve WHEELER from implication in the HEARST kidnaping. 

GARRY also stated that he would not allow SIEM to answer any 

questions which might involve her in any illegal activity. 


SIEM was questioned concerning her present residence 
and telephone number which information she refused to 
furnish stating that she had assumed a fictitious identity, 
which was living undér since a threat had been made on her 
life by members of the Symbionese Liberation Army. 


SIEM was. advised as to the provisions of tthe Harboring 
statute as related to WHEELER. 


SIEM acknowledged associating with THERO WHEELER, 
whose photograph she identified, in the period between August 
and early November, 1973. WHEELER tried to contact her 
unsuccessfully in mid November by visiting her parents' 
residence in the Redding, California, area. She stated 
that her parents had moved, that she is living under a. 
fictitious name and that she does not think that WHEELER 
could locate her. 
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SIEM advised that she terminated her relationship 
with WHEELER because from the start she never liked associa- 
ting with a prison escapee. Further, WHEELER was very 
possessive and domineering of her and she did not like living 
like a fugitive. os 


SIEM recalled that WHEELER, after his escape, was 
using the name BRADLEY BRUCE. She did not desire, however, 
to furnish information regarding the source of this name 
and she does not think that he would currently be using this 
name but had no idea as to any current identity that he might 
have assumed. She resisted questions for lead information 
as to his whereabouts and claimed that she would have no 
idea of his contacts or associates after they terminated their 
relationship but did believe he was attempting to. peEcners 
an automobile. 


She stated that WHEELER had, when she last saw 
hin, “lLegitimate" funds and that she knew he was interested 
in purchasing an automobile as he was reviewing newspaper 
ads but that she knews of no actual purchase of an automobile 
that he might have made. 


SIEM observed that WHEELER might go anywhere, has 
indicated travel in the past throughout the United States, 
and reportedly has friends in Los Angeles and also mentioned 
the State of Texas without furnishing any specifics. 


SIEM does not think that WHEELER would visit his 
ex-wife as the ex-wife has previously, on two occasions, 
attempted to have his parole revoked and it is WHEELER'’s belief 
that she would turn him in again. WHEELER has an affection 
for his son but SIEM doubts that WHEELER would risk arrest 
to see him and she feels certain that WHEELER would not . 
Surrender. WHEELER had no close friends or associates to 
SIEM's knowledge following his escape and she had no personal 
knowledge that he was in contact with members of his 
family. 
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SIEM denied that she and WHEELER were living 
together but stated that they saw each other regularly. She 
declined to furnish any information as to any past residences 
for WHEELER or herself. a. : 

She recalled that during her associatidé#*Wwith 
WHEELER he visited a doctor on one occasion and that. he does 
have a chronic stomach condition which, from her: knowledge, 
can be kept under control by a proper diet and by. medication 
that can be found in drug stores without prescrippion. 


SIEM was certain that WHEELER was not’ auaiie 
in the Symbionese Liberation Army (SLA). She stated that 
WHEELER is a Marxist and is opposed to violence of the 
type that the SLA promotes. She stated that her beliefs 
were further verified by the fact that you do not find any 
Marxist writings in the communications from the SLA. 


The desirability of WHEELER surrendering himself 
at this time was proposed to SIEM as the most positive way 
of proving that he had no association with the SLA or the 
HEARST kidnaping. She again stated that she did not know 
where he was, had no way of making contact with him and that 
she did not feel that he would ever surrender voluntarily. 


SIEM advised that her last contact with 
with DONALD DE FREEZE, also known as "Cinque", whose California 
Prison System photograph she identified, occurred in 
October, 1973. During this last meeting, CINQUE and two 
of his female companions at gun point took $600 from SIEM 
and WHEELER and that these individuals were going to kiil 
her but’for the intercession of WHEELER. A threat had been 
made to kill WHEELER, SIEM and her daughter because they 
disassociated themselves with DE FREEZE and his group. 


STEM identified DE FREEZE's companions as the 


NANCY LING PERRY identified in newspapers with the SLA and 
a second female named ZOYA (phonetic), a white female, 25 years, 
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5*' 5" to 5' 6" tall, 130 pounds, medium build, light complexion, 
medium brown hair, eyes unknown. From ZOYA's statements 

to her, SIEM was led to believe that ZOYA was originally 

from Santa Barbara, California, and was possibly a student 

at the University of California in Berkeley. 


SIEM was positive that ae individual identifying 
himself as "CIN" on the HEARST kidnap tape was DONALD DE FREEZE. 
‘Her identification was based on her contacts with, DE FREEZE 
and having heard the tape. SIEM believed that possibly 
there was a second Negro male on-:the first HEARST kidnap 
tape but did not have sufficient opportunity to hear the 
complete tape so that she could make a positive determination 
on this belief.

SIEM was questioned without ever giving: a: clear 
answer as to what drew WHEELER and DE FREEZE together following 
their escapes. She explained that it was possibly because ; 
both were ex-convicts and revolutionaries. She ‘denies 
initially that they were members of any format organization 
after their escape. 


SIEM estimated that between August and October, 
1973, she and WHEELER had approximately 20 meetings with 
DE FREEZE and other members of his group, which included 
NANCY LING, ZOYA and RUSSELL LITTLE. These meetings were 
held in either a house or an apartment in Oakland, California, 
the addresses of which she is unable to furnish because 
she claims she was taken there either blindfolded or with 
her eyes closed. During these meetings, as early as August, 
the SLA or the Symbionese Federation was mentioned. She 
saw elaborate organizational charts of the federation or army 
setting forth such things as communication units, combat 
units and medical units. However, to her knowledge, she 
is aware of no other members of the organization which was 
completely dominated by CINQUE. CINQUE will bide no 
criticism and she admits that perhaps the members of the 
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Organization may have presumed that she and WHEELER were also 
members because of their associations at these meétings. 


She stated that the organizations of these meetings 
were irregular in that there would sometimes be ayseries 
of meetings and then none for a period of time.’ She stated 
that to her knowledge DE FREEZE and WHEELER never lived 
together but that it was possible that they visited:each 
other overnight. 


Concerning the MARCUS FOSTER shooting, SIEM: pointed 
out that she had no information concerning the actual 
participation of the SLA in this matter bit that °. 

CINQUE often discussed the turmoil in the Oakland Public 
Schools and was critical of MARCUS FOSTER. 


He was highly critical of the establishment and 
his papers included research work that he had done ‘on 
corporations with heavy investments abroad. 


SIEM advised that she was against the violence 
of the SLA and was interested in doing away with the organ- 
ization and is particularly interested in seeing that 
PATRICIA HEARST is released unharmed. She had no idea as to 
where the kidnapers might be holding PATRICIA HEARST but 
believed that it possibly would be in a house similar to the 
type uncovered in Concord, California, in connection with the 
SLA. _ 


She repeated that the SLA is under the complete 
domination and control of CINQUE, that both NANCY LING PERRY 
and ZOYA relate to him physically, and philosophically, and 
that CINQUE is the person who has prepared the statement 
of principles and aims of the federation and army and 
that NANCY LING PERRY has polished his rhetoric. 


The SLA has no concern for any other organization 
and will not stand criticism and it was SIEM's observation 
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that the reason why WAPAC (Western Addition Project Area 
Committee) was designated to distribute food in connection 
with the demands of the SLA was that the Black Liberation 
Army was the only organization which publicly came out t 
and supported the SLA demands. | 


SIEM, although she knew of the violence planned 
by the SLA, had no personal knowledge of any plan to kidnap 
PATRICIA HEARST and it was because of this knowledge of 
and intended future violence that WHEELER and SIEM separated 
from the organization. 


GARRY refused to allow her to answer any questions 
concerning funds that she may have voluntarily furnished to 
support the activities of DE FREEZE, WHEELER and the SLA. 


SIEM advised that in the break which occurred 
between WHEELER-and DE FREEZE, WHEELER described DE FREEZE's 
idea as infantile and a form of Putchism. This term refers 
to a group of persons who advocated violence in the Russian 
Revolution. SIEM insists that WHEELER is a strong-willed 
person and in her opinion she does not feel that he would 
have compromised his Marxist beliefs since she last saw 
him and since that time joined up with DE FREEZE and the 
SLA. She recalled concerning the SLA that members are 
armed with handguns and there are rifles and shotguns in their 
houses. She further stated that in their programs she was 
never able to comprehend or under the group's programs, one 
of which related to peace and love and the other to a code of 
warfare and violence with nothing in between. The group, 
as far as she knew, typed and xeroxed their communications 
and she had no knowledge of any printing source for their 
programs or documents. 


The only vehicles that she was aware of was a red 
Or orange van and the fact that RUSSELL LITTLE drove a green 
colored Nova.

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DE FREEZE and his group indicated that they had 
contacts in East Palo Alto and in Southern California but 
SIEM had some reservations as to whether this was fact or 


just rhetoric. 


She also stated that although their organizational 
chart showed a medical unit, she knew of no contact they 
might have with a physician. She also stated that she did 
not know of any criminal activities that the SLA was 
engaged in for financing purposes other than the "rip off" 
in which she was the victim. She noted that LING and ZOYA

She knew JEAN WAH CHAN only as a resident of 
5939 Chabot. She pointed out that ROBYN STEINER had been 
close to RUSSELL LITTLE but from her contacts with STEIWER 
she was of the opinion that STEINER drew apart from LITTLE 
because LITTLE was into something that STEINER was not aware 
of and that STEINER finally departed the Oakland Area because 
She was afraid. 


SIEM had no knowledge that any present California 
Prison System inmates were actual members of the SLA. It 
,was necessary to terminate the interview at this point 
‘in that Attorney CHARLES GARRY requested that it be wound up 
as he had clients waiting to see him. 
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SIEM states that she knows WILLIAM WOLFE and 
that he resides at 5939 Chabot but she has no information 
he was connected with the SLA. n the contrary, RUSSELL 
LITTLE thought he was a rathér weak individual. When 
questioned concerning th¢yfAugust Seventh Guerrilla Movement, , 4/o'~ 
SIEM stated that she h no information that this group is 
identical to the SLA or was a name utilized by them.

JEAN WAH CHAN is known to her only through SIEM's 
visits to 5939 Chabot where CHAN was a resident. 


She picked out the photograph of EMILY HARRIS as a 
young lady she inad maybe known under the name of EMILY and had 
met only briefly at -a banque& which was not well lighted. She 
stated she may have known-BILL HARRIS but is not positive, but 
in any event has no information concerning any SLA activity on 
his part. " 
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WILLIAM LAWTON WOLFE was also known to SIEM, but 
Nainly as a resident of the Chabot address and she knows of 
no SLA activities on his part. 


The remainder of the photographs were not known 
to her. ‘ 


The HEARST tape of February 12, 1974, was played 
to her. She is positive that the male speaking at the first 
and last part of the tape is DAVID DE FREEZE who is known to 
her as "SIN". She stated that what may be a difference in 
speech from the first and last part of the tapes is due to the 
fact she believes SIN was probably reading a prepared statement 
at the opening of the tape while he appeared to be speaking 
yextemporaneously at the latter portion.

af A portion of the HEARST tape of February 20, 1974, 


was played to her and she stated she was positive the speaker 
was SIN. 





In connection with information that she had furnished 
on February 25, 1974, SIEM explained that she had no information ’ 
‘indicating that the Black Liberation Army was connected with 
‘WAPAC, but what she was saying was that only two groups that 
came out favorably or neutrally concerning the actions of the 
SLA and they were the Black Liberation Army and WAPAC and that 
since the SLA will stand no criticism, it followed that the SLA 
‘would back WAPAC as the monitoring organization in their food 
distribution program. 


: SIEM had no personal knowledge or any firearms 
training the SLA might have engaged in, but she thought it was 
possible that they had engaged in firearms at an unknown range 
in the Berkeley - Oakland, California, area. She had no 
knowledge of any further physical training activities. 


SIEM advised that she had no tapes or photographs 
of DE FREEZE or WHEELER or their associates. : 


She advised that DE FREEZE and his two female 
companions, PERRY and ZOYA, had visited her residence together 


probably on one occasion when at gunpoint they gook from her 
$660.00. 
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SIEM knew of only one SLA pad which was at an unknown 
location in Oakland, California. She advised that it was an 
efficiency or bachelor type apartment consisting of a living 
room, bath, and kitchen that you walked up some outside steps 
to reach, it was possibly in a residence, that had been converted, 

| dt had a high ceiling, and she feit cold*when visiting there. 

| Tt had a mantle with a stove or a heater“in the fireplace, no 
\ peds, and two mattresses. It was located near a high school 
, and at all times the shades or drapes were drawn. | 


It was SIEM's belief that DE FREEZE would never leave 
the residence atid that she did not think: in any of his activities 
that DE FREEZE ‘would actually become involved but that he would 
have his associates do the activities for‘ him.

She characterized DE FREEZE as an alcoholic to the

extent of an apparent continuing dependence on alcoholic 
beverages. She stated that a trademar ‘of. him was his lake for 
plum wine although he would drink beer and other alcoholic 
beverages. A typical DE FREEZE day to “hér knowledge would consist 
of reading, writing, listening to the radio, and exercising. 
SIEM stated that the SLA members to her ‘knowledge afforded 
themselves no pleasures or luxuries of ,any‘type and that their 
expenses, therefore, were minimal. She stated that PERRY and 
ZOYA turned their pay checks over to DE FREEZE. The group 
proposed to SIEM that she should turn her wealth over to the 
group and come live with. them which she declined to do. She 
had no knowledge of any boyfriends or acquaintances that might 


assistin locating PERRY or ZOYA. 


She learned in a conversation with Z0YA that both 
ZOYA and PERRY were physically attracted to DE FREEZE, however, 
when one or the other were intimate with DE FREEZE, this would 
generally cause friction on the following day and the friction 
was becoming such a problem that intimacies between DE FREEZE, 
ZOYA, and PERRY were ruled out in favor of revolutionary 
activities. 


When SIEM last observed DE FREEZE, he was wearing a 
full beard, close cropped. She stated that in conversation 
DE FREEZE had mentioned having a record of a group of right 
wing persons who had collections of weapons at it was a plan 
of the SLA to rip these persons off in order to obtain their 
weapons. DE FREEZE also had a complaint.-against the General 
Rubber Company because of their extensive holdings in Africa 
ae 
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which involved a plan to bomb a General Rubber installation 
which plan never occurred. 


SIEM had no information as to where DE FREEZE and his 
sassociates might be drawing their current membership in the SLA. 
The only reference each made to possible other associates 
occurred when DE FREEZE on one occasion mentioned seeing or 
Gtalking to other persons in the East Palo Alto .. | 


DE FREEZE was familiar with weapons, had books © 
concerning weapons, the source of which were not known to 
SIEM. He also had a hang-up on cyanide, however, SIEM had no 
recollection of ever observing bullets which had been drilled 
out nor did she ever personally observe any cyanide, but he 
‘mentioned the possibility of utilizing cyanide on several 
occasions. 


: SIEM observed that the SLA is going to be a very 
difficult group to penetrate because of their lack of any 
activities or outside contacts and also £he fact that they are 
extremely security conscious taking a circuitous route in going 
from one location to another in order to avoid disclosing their 
pads. 


| SIEM advised that if she knew where DE FREEZE or other 
SLA members were located, she would furnish this information 
and that since the prior interview she has thought of nothing 
that could. be of assistance in locating PATRICIA HEARST nor does 
she recall any conversations which might contain any information 
relating to kidnap plans by the group. 


She stated that if she knew where THERO WHEELER was 
located, she would not furnish this information to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. She added, however, that if she knew, 
which she does not, she would advise of this fact and state — 
that she would not make the information available. 


She advised that during the period that she was 

associating with WHEELER he used several different names in 
Jadéition to the one that she had previously furnished and that 
: at least one of these assumed names was that of an unidentified 
friend of WHEELER in San Francisco. She advised that WHEELER 
while they were seeing each other was residing in Oakland, 
California, that WHEELER did not spend all his time in the house 
like DE FREEZE, that he was engaged in visiting with persons on 
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the outside, but that as far as she knows he never made any 
friends. She stated that WHEELER was a very self-sufficient 
person and that he would have no difficulty in maintaining 
himself in a fugitive status. 


SIEM believed that the splinter group which has been 
akg#o sending out communications in connectionwwith the HEARST 
kidnaping is a legitimate organization. She based her conclusion -. 
in part on their material but particularly.on the fact that she 
understood this organization used thsYeTe> Book Store in 

a Berkeley to xerox their communications. She stated that the 

fe Cleo Book store was used by ZOYA in connection with SLA 

activities and communications in that there was an, excellent 
copy machine at Cleo's and further your“doéuments were afforded 
security in that you were allowed to do the duplicating yourself. 
She advised that she did not recognize tté“voice on the tape 
that she heard from the SLA splinter grot®« SIEM has the 
identity of the interviewing Agents and has agreed to be alert ze 
and if she makes any sightings on SLA membe#s, she will immediately 
contact the San Francisco office of the Federal Bureau of 
investigation.

SOLTYSIK's current whereabouts are unknown.

On May 20, 1972, 
Rochester, New York, was interviewed by FRI Agents and 
advised her husband is an alcoholic and was 
drinking at home on the evening of May 19, 1972 until he became 
intoxicated. 


She said she was present when he telephoned the Rochester 
Police Department asking for help in a hospital. She advised 
she was surprised when he made a threat concerning Governor 
RONALD REAGAN but did not take it seriousiy, knowing of his 
alcoholic and other problems. She said that her husband had 
been sincere in wanting to seek professional medical help but 
made irrational and insincere threats hoping this would gain 
him quicker attention. 


She said her husband never called any airlines re- 
questing flight or reservation information and never seriously 
intended to harm Governor REAGAN. 


She further advised neither she nor her husband have 
ever owned any type of gun and would never possess one. She 
said she was sorry the incident happened and would not let it 
happen again. 


On May 20, 1972, STEPHEN PETRO, Secret Service Agent, 
Buffalo, New York, was advised of the foregoing information.
